APPROACHING JOYTIME 


During the cold and uncomfortable 
months of winter the people in the 
Southland have a distinct advantage 
over the snowbound Northerner, but 
as spring approaches there is a joy 
which only those who have experien¬ 
ced the rigors of winter can enjoy.

WORLD GETTING BETTER 


A question much discussed ami of| 
paramount importance to the wheat! 
growers of Canada is the present, 
method of grading wheat which ap¬ 
pears to us to be an antiquated sys-J 
tern far behind the present determin-1 
ations of selling products on their in-1 
trinsie valuations. At the present! 
time there is no stable worth of a 
sample of wheat submitted for the 
market. Prices on the same samples 
have shown different gradings, with! 
a consequent difference iu price and ^ 
with results that the farmer is obliged 
to submit to the present haphazard! 
methods of relying on a hand and eye-1 
tested inspection of his product for 
grading, which in most cases is very 
unsatisfactory and, we believe, dero-J 
gatory to the seller. The only argu¬ 
ment we have so far heard for the' 
present system of grading wheat is 
the suggested impossibility of a bet¬ 
ter one. Wheat should be graded ac¬ 
cording to its gluten content or its 
real worth anil to state that such can¬ 
not be ascertained, in these times of 
advanced methods, is shirking the is- 
! sue. Take for instance the grading of 
the sugar content in sugar beets. A 
sample of all receipts, whether in 
wagon loads or car loads, is taken on 
delivery and the sugar content of such 
is readily ascertained by chemical test 
and the value of the delivery ascer¬ 
tained, the price paid being so much 
per ton, based on the sugar content 
of the beets. The same method should 
be adopted in the valuation of wheat 
and its worth based' on its gluten con¬ 
tent. To sav that such a method can-

ed to refund money collected on av¬ 
erages in public terminal elevators; 

$350,000 for the Canada Grain Act— 

$150,000 of it to be used for the re¬ 
organization of the grain research la¬ 
boratory—which Mr. Coote of Mac- 
leod, thought inadequate if the grad¬ 
ing system was to be brought up to 
the required state of efficiency. Mr. 
t“Cuotr—also questioned the item of 
$165,000 to pay for the Prince Rupert 
elevator site, and endeavored to ascer¬ 
tain the amount of grain that went 
through it bust year. The Canadian 
Air Force came in for particularly fa¬ 
vorable treatment, $398,000 being vo¬ 
ted for the extension of civil opera¬ 
tions. Echoes of the late war came 
through a further contribution of $237 
000 for the Imperial War Graves 
Commission. 


Text of the budget reductions mov¬ 
ed in the house by Hon. J. A. Robb, 
minister of finance is as follows: 

Resolved that it is expedient to in¬ 
troduce a measure to ament the spe¬ 
cial war revenue act, 1915, and to 
provide: 

1. That the stamp tax on cheques, 
bills and notes, receipts for money 
paid by a bank, bills of exchange 
drawn upon persons outside of Canada 
according to the tenor of the bills, 
money orders and travellers’ cheques, 
and post office money orders, shall on 
and after July 1, 1927, be, two cents 
in respect of each slich instruments 
lor an amount in excess of ten dollars. 

2. That on and after July 1, 1927, 
the stamp tax on matches shall be as 
follows: 

On each package of matches manu¬ 
factured or sold, three-fourths of one 
cent for each one hundred matches or 
fraction of one hundred matches; on 
each package containing less than 30 
matches, three-sixteenths of one cent 
per'package. 

3. That from and after the sixth 
day of July, 1927, the following stamp 
taxes be abolished, namely, on ad¬ 
vances made by a bank as imposed 
by paragraph C. D. and E. of sub¬ 
section three, of section twelve of the 
said act; on overdrafts as imposed by 
paragraphs F and G of said sub-sec¬ 
tion three. 

On advances -by any person not be¬ 
ing a bank as imposed by subsection 
19 of said section twelve. 

4. That the rate of consumption or 
sales tax be reduced to four per cent, 
and that any enactment which may 
be founded on this resolution number 
two shall be deemed to have eorrfc in¬ 
to force on February 18, 1927, and to 
have applied to goods imported or 
taken out of warehouses on and after 
that date, and to have applied to 
goods previously imported for which 
no entry for consumption was made 
before that date. 

5. That said section nineteen BBB, 
be further amended by providing that, 
for the purposes of the said section, 
printers, publishers, lithographers and 
engravers shall be regarded as pro¬ 
ducers or manufacturers and that any 
enactment which may be founded on 
this resolution number three shall be 
deemed to have come into force on 
February 18, 1927. 

Resolved that it is expedient to 
amend the income war tax act, 1917, 
lo provide that the rates of tax be 
reduced by ten per cent.

VALUE OF COW 


How much can a fanner afford to 
pay for a good dairy cow, or what 
valuation should he place on his goqd 
producers? A study of the summary’ 
and average of all the cows (7,654) 
which completed a year’s record in 40 
Iowa Cow Testing Associations last 
year shows that the profits from dif¬ 
ferent cows, after paying all feed 
costs varied from $17 to $191 per cow. 
The cows which produced an average 
of only 100-lb. butterfat in a year re¬ 
quired only $35.67 worth of feed, 
while those producing an average of 
500-lb. butterfat had a feed bill of 
$93.71. Despite the higher feed cost, 
the 600-lb. producers made a profit 
over feed cost of $191.72, while the 
100 lb. cows returned only $17.22 af¬ 
ter paying the feed bill. The records 
and feed costs of cows in between the 
100 and 500-lb. producers'show that 
as production increased,Ahe profits in¬ 
creased even though the feed bill 
steadily grew larger. Cows produc¬ 
ing 300-lb. butterfat in a year made 
$98. of profit, while those producing 
only 200-lb. returned but $55. of prof¬ 
it. These records show that in some 
instances $200 may not be enough for 
a good grade dairy cow, but that ev¬ 
en $50 might be too much for another. 
The good cow may return twice as 
much for every dollar of feed she eats 
as well as the poor cow. When the 
whole life time production of a cow is- 
considered, one good cow, well fed, 
may be worth a whole herd of inferior 
producers. 

NEWS 0FJNTEREST 

The minister of finance who handles 
the nations money says there should 
be no pessimism in Canada—and he is 
right. 

A talcum claim situated on the 
Simpson summit at the head of Healy 
Creek, was sold recently at a fabulous 
price to Boston interests. 

Dr. J. N. Gunn, of Calgary, who 
has been visiting in Texas and Ala¬ 
bama and other southern points for 
the past month returned home on Sun¬ 
day. 

There is litigation going on in con¬ 
nection with the old Record oil well. 
Jean Bilterjist is claiming a return of 
$1000 paid by him to the Mills City 
Oils. 

Two chance acquaintances from Ire¬ 
land were talking together. “An’ so 
your name is Riley,” said one. "Are j 
yez related to Tim?” “Verry dish- 
tantl.v,” said the other. “Oi was me 
mother's first child, and Tim was the 
tenth.” 

A Blackie woman was called out of 
bed at five o’clock one recent morn¬ 
ing to answer the telephone, and the 
following dialogue ensued: “Hello, 
how are you this morning?” “All 
right.” “Well, then I guess I must 
have the wrong number.’’ 

Two London barbers were talking 
together after the departure of a cus¬ 
tomer.

Final estimates of- the Provincial 
Department of Agriculture show the 
1926 wheat crop at 113,120,000 bush¬ 
els—an average yield throughtout the 
territory of 18(4 bushels. During the 
year the Peace River district harvest¬ 
ed the best crop in its history, often 
yielding forty bushels to the acre. 

Fire of unknown origin destroyed 
the big general Store of Louie Chong 
and Kelly’s garage at Arrowwood on 
February 21. For a time the entire 
town was threatened but through en¬ 
ergetic work on the part of fire fight¬ 
ers, the flames were confined to the 
two buildings. The fire loss is esti¬ 
mated at $25,000. 

Professor W. L. Carlyle, manager 
of the Prince of Wales ranch, near 
High River, is en route to England 
where he will consult his royal em¬ 
ployer regarding business matters 
pertaining to the ranch, purchase new 
stock and arrange for the usual year 
by year extension of the Prince’s com 
mercial activities in Alberta. 

The population of the Prairie Prov¬ 
inces in 1926 was 2,067,682, according 
to the census taken in that year. This 
compares with 1,698,137 in 1916, and 
808,646 in 1906. In the twenty year 
period Manitoba has increased its in¬ 
habitants from 365,688 to 639,056; 
Saskatchewan from 257,763 to 821,042 
and Alberta from 186,195 to 607,684. 

A new variety of wheat has been 
developed by Frank Larcombe, of 
Minbum, Alberta. Its vital quality is 
its drought resistent strength. This 
new variety of grain has been regis¬ 
tered at Ottawa as “Vermilion.” In 
1919 Mr. Larcombe discovered in his 
wheat crop a few head that were ob¬ 
viously crossbred and that showed 
drought resistent quality. He kept 
the kernels; sewed them in 1920, and, 
gradually built up 1,000 bushels. The 
wheat is also reported to be heavy 
yielding. 

The Province of Alberta is definite¬ 
ly in the com belt of North America. 
Although a few years ago it was pro¬ 
ducing very little corn, this has now 
come to be a large item in the annual 
agricultural production of the prov¬ 
ince. Last year more than one mil¬ 
lion dollars’ worth of corn was pro¬ 
duced within Alberta chiefly in the 
southern pait. The splendid exhibits 
of corn are becoming an attraction at 
the Seed Grain Fairs throughout the 
country. Alberta in a few years will 
be raising corn from very large acre¬ 
ages. 


ANNUAL MEETING 


Marquis Ratepayers Talk Business 
and Elect Councillors 


Minutes of annual meeting of the 
ratepayers of the Municipality of 
Marquis, No 157, on Saturday, Feb¬ 
ruary 19th, 1927. 

The Returning officer, P. J. Haslam 
called the meeting to order at 1 p.rn.J 
and asked for nominations for chair¬ 
man. Mr. C. L. Oldfield was elected 
chairman and P. J, Haslam, secretary. 

Minutes of previous annual meeting 
were read and approved. 

The chairman then called upton the 
Councillors for an account of their 
stewardship, starting with Reeve, Mr. 
Neil Campbell, who took the financial 
statement and explained the various 
items. In conclusion, he said he wish¬ 
ed to thank the ratepayers for the 
loyal support they had given the coun¬ 
cil during the past year. Mr. Milt 
Ward then took the stand giving a 
short talk on the roads in his district 
and explaining that by the co-opera¬ 
tion of the other members 6f the 
council, he had been allowed, half of 
the government grant. 

Mr. J. Dann was next in order and 
in a short address he explained that 
he did not get all his appropriation 
spent this year as he found it impos¬ 
sible to get the ratepayers to work on 
the roads at the proper time. Mr. 
Norton in the course of his remarks 
said he shared half of the government 
grant with Mr. Ward, explaining that 
the money spent in one area does a 
lot more good than if spent in drabs 
all over the municipality, reminding 
the ratepayers that in future years, 
various stretches of main travelled 
roads in other parts of the municipal¬ 
ity would benefit to the same extent 
and so the various links would event¬ 
ually make a good chain. 

Mr. Norton also pointed out the 
value of maintenance, that it was no 
good grading roads if the farmers lLy- 
ing^ along the roads did not co-oper¬ 
ate in maintaining them. 

Mr. R. Broderick then addressed 
the meeting. Mr. Vic. Bertrand, the 
remaining councillor was absent, be¬ 
ing in California. 

The secretary then read letters 
from several school districts and U.F. 
A. locals regarding the Municipal 
Nursing Service. The meeting was 
then thrown open to discussion, the 
main idea being that there should be 
some follow-up to the Nurse’s inspec¬ 
tion of schools. Mr. D. B. Sims, who 
was a delegate to the Trustees Con¬ 
vention, explained that the Minister 
of Health hail recently instituted a 
system of clinics. Proposed by W. 
Oldfield, seconded by J. Dann, that 
Mr. D. Sims address the meeting on 
the Nurse question. Thereupon, Mr. 
Sims-explained fully that the depart¬ 
ment of health had recently instituted 
a Provincial Clinic, whereby school 
children reported by the municipal 
nurse as needing attention, could re¬ 
ceive the same in their own municipal, 
district, treatment and operations be¬ 
ing performed at a reasonable cost. 

Moved by F. Harvey, seconded by 
D. B. Sims that in order to thorough¬ 
ly discuss the question, the ratepay¬ 
er’s meetipg be kept open until 3:30 
if necessary. 

Miss Larson, the municipal nurse, 
then gave a good report of her work 
during the seven months she had been 
stationed in the district and answered 
all questions explaining satisfactory 
some cases where misunderstanding 
had arisen. 

Proposed by F. Harvey, seconded 
by Mrs. Ferngren, that the following 
motion, passed last year, be put be¬ 
fore the meeting and approved: 

“Whereas there is considerable con¬ 
fusion among the ratepayers as to 
the duties of the Municipal Health 
Nurse. We the ratepayers of the 
Municipality of Marquis, here assem¬ 
bled, pledge ourselves to do all in our 
power in the line (>f educational work 
as to the true duties of the Municipal 
Nurse and to help her in her work in 
any way we can. 

“Further, that a committee l>e ap¬ 
pointed to consult with the Nurse. 
The committee to be appointed by the 
various women’s organizations within 
the municipal district on the basis o.f 
one member of the committee repre¬ 
sentative of each organization.’’ 

Moved by Mrs. Ferngren, seconded 
by D. B. Sims, that all school secre¬ 
taries act on this committee so that 
any business in connection with the 
Municipal Nursing Service, from "the 
school district, can be brought before 
the committee by them. 

The Returning Officer then took 
charge of the mceiing from 3 to 4 p. 
m. Three vacancies for a two-year 
term on the council. N. S. Campbell, 
R. Broderick and P. Norton, retiring! 
councillors. Mr. Norton, by virtue of 
his residence in the town Arrowwood, 
did not seek re-nomination. 

The three following gentlemen were 
nominated: Mr. Steve Williams) of 
Milo; Mr. N. S. Campbell, of Berry- 
water; Mr. R. Broderick, of Eastway. 
There were no other nominations, so 
that at 4 p.m., the Returning Officer 
declared there would be no poll and 
that the three above gentlemen elect¬ 
ed by acclamation to fill the three va¬ 
cancies. 

Mr. C. L. Oldfield then took charge 
again and called on the three new 
councillors for short address. 

Mr. R. Broderick spoke on the mun¬ 
icipal park, pointing out what an as¬ 
set the ratepayer’s had right at their 
door and advocating the improvement 
and beautifying of the same by tHej 
planting of trees and the feasibility 
of irrigating them by a lateral ditch. I 
Mr. Campbell explained in hia adu 


dress the government stand on market 
roads and also gave his views on a 
health officer resident in the munici¬ 
pal district. On being askedya ques¬ 
tion relative to publishing an account 
of the proceeding at council meetings 
in the Bow Valley News, he said that 
the editor had promised to attend the 
council meetings and report a digest 
of the proceedings. 

Mr. Steve Williams thanked the 
ratepayers for their confidence in him 
and said he thought every ratepayer, 
if capable, should take his share of the 
responsibility of local government 
some time or other. 

The question of weeds on the roail 
allowances was then brought up, as 
several roads to tbe west are practi¬ 
cally impassable during the winter 
owing to weeds luring the snow.' 

Moved by D. if. Sims, seconded by 
W. Oldfield, the following Resolution: 

“That the Council enforce the Weed 
Act regarding the weeds growing in 
main travelled allowances.”-—Carried. 

Moved that this meeting adjourn.

BUCKET BRIGADE SAVES TOWN 


Fire which broke out Louie Shong’s 
general store in the southwest corner 
of the village of Arrowood during the 
height of the wind storm Sunday ev- 
i ring, threatened for a time the whole 
of Arrowood, and was only subdued 
after the general stole, a garage and 
a harness shop were totally destroyed. 
Loss in the general store alone is es¬ 
timated at $26,000, covered by insur¬ 
ance. Estimate of loss in the other 
establishments has not been made. 
Theye were T. A. Kelly’s garage anil 
George Martin's harness shop. A 
heroic and successful fight to-save the 
village was made by a bucket brigade, 
led by A. J. Troy and L. F. Christen¬ 
son. The Chinook had melted large 
quantities of snow and ample water 
was available in the streets, this fac¬ 
tor contributing largely to the bri¬ 
gade’s success. A chemical engine 
was also used with good effect. 
Chemical engines from Gleirhen and 
Vulcqn. were rushed to' Arrowwood 
and took part in fighting the flames. 

R. B. Bennett, M.P., when discus¬ 
sing election costs at Ottawa, urged 
that - a limit be placed upon tlrtr 
amount which might he spent by any 
candidate at an election. 

At a meeting o^» Hie fox breeders 
of the Annapolis Valley, held at Mid¬ 
dleton, it was stated that silver black 
foxes in captivity in the province 
number approximately 10,000 which, 
at a low valuation of $200 each, makes 
-a total value of $2,000,000. The an¬ 
nual revenue to the ranchers is placed 
at $600,000. 

There has just been concluded in 
Edmonton the largest dairy conven¬ 
tion in the history of the west, iwing 
the gatheiing of the Western Canada 
Dairy Association, with several hun¬ 
dred delegates inattendance. Since 
it is thirty years since dairying activ¬ 
ity was commenced in the province, it 
was emphasized at the convention that 
Alberta’s production of creamery but¬ 
ter has in less than that time increas¬ 
ed from a few hundred thousand 
pounds, to more than twenty million 
pounds.

Over 200,000 barrels of 72 degree 
natural gasoline were produced at Roy 
alite No. 4 well in Turner Valley, 
north-west of High River, during?

The record month was 
January with a production of 20,179‘ 
barrels, while a total of 18,448 barrels 
were produced in December. There 
are now three other producing wells 
in the Turner Valley, the latest to 
come in being the Macleod No. 2, 
which came back into production a 
fortnight ago with a flow of wet gas . 
totalling nearly 5,000,000 cubic feet 
per day. 

Valued at .$24,692.24, the estate of 
the late Mrs. Mary lone Phelan of 
Vulcan has been granted probate in 
the Calgary court. Her brother, Har¬ 
ry Carl Douglas, and her brother-in- 
law, Luther Webster Laws, were ap¬ 
pointed executors. Her total estate is 
to be kept in trust for her son, James 
Leslie Phelan until he becomes 21 
years of age. His guardian is his 
mother’s sister, Mrs. Emma Clara 
Laws. If he dies before that 
age the property is to be divided 
among the brothers and sisters of her 
husband. W. A. Howes was solicitor 
for the estate. 

Premier Bracken of Manitoba an¬ 
nounced last week a cut in taxes this 
year of $600,000 and Premier Gardin¬ 
er of Saskatchewan announced a cut 
of $500,000 for 1927 in addition to 
$200,000 which will be set aside each 
year from liquor revenues. Premier 
Brownlee of Albeita will no doubt an¬ 
nounce a substantial decrease this 
year in taxation and we await with 
interest the budget speech of Mr. Reid 
The information is given that the 
gasoline tax would be increased this 
year by 50 per cent, whereby $200,- 
000 more revenue “would be raised. 
Auto owners will probably not kick 
very much against the three-cent gas 
tax as a means of raising revenue for 
highway building purposes. It is the 
fairest tax on the motorist that can 
be found at present. 

A reduction in ocean freight rates 
on cattle shipments to Great Britain 
looms as a possibility in the near fu¬ 
ture, Dr. J. H. Grisdale, deputy min¬ 
ister of agriculture, stated in an ad¬ 
dress before the Western Livestock 
Union, in convention at Winnipeg. Dr. 
Grisdale declared that as the result 
of a recent confeience with various 
steamship lines, an understanding had 
been reached that the question of re¬ 
duced rates would be fully considered. 
Any reduction, he asserted, would de¬ 
pend upon the recommendations of 
steamship representatives 1/ the Do¬ 
minion. If a $5 reduction could be ob¬ 
tained it would mean the" difference 
between a profit or lyn actual loss on 
shipments of Canadian cattle.

Senator Dan Riley-Urgeu the Western 
Stockmen to Maintain High 
Standard 

Departure from the tendency of 
livestock breeders to aim at quantity 
rather than quality production, was 
urged in address at Winnipeg on Feb¬ 
ruary 15th before the Western Cana¬ 
da Livestock TTnion, by Senator Dan 
Riley, of High River, Alberta. 

Western Canadian breeders, the 
speaker asserted, had established a 
standard of beef which was regarded 
very highly in the markets of the 
world. This had been accomplished 
as the result of long years of selec¬ 
tive breeding and at considerable sac¬ 
rifice to the stock breeder. 

It was essential, however, that the 
high standard be maintained, if Can¬ 
adian beef were to maintain its place 
in the competitive market. Senator 
Riley strongly advocated the plan of 
the range men raising steers and the 
farmers finishing them. 

Explaining the functions of the fed¬ 
eral tariff board, D. G. McKenzie, one 
of its members, emphasized the fact 
that the board did not intend to take 
the tariff out of politics. Any such 
attempt, he said, would prove futile 
since the control of parliament over 
taxation and the individual and col¬ 
lective responsibilities of the minis¬ 
ters of the crown, were fundamental. 
It was impossible to imagine any gov¬ 
ernment or parliament under taking 
to abrogate them. 

At the opening session T. W. Tom¬ 
linson, secretary of the National Live 
stock Association of the United States 
in an address expressed the opinion 
that not only congress but many large 
interests in the east held the view 
that adequate protection for agricul¬ 
ture and livestock by import duties 
was vitally necessary to the prosper¬ 
ity of the United States. The west 
and the south, as distinguished from 
the east, were united on that policy. 

Referring to the competitive prob¬ 
lem between producers in the United 
States and Canada primarily concern¬ 
ing stocker and feeder cattle, Mr. 
Tomlinson said that Western United 
States stockmen did not subscribe to 
the view that Canadian thin cattle 
could be absorbed without any effect 
on United States domestic prices. No' 
one could accurately gauge the effect 
of an extra supply of 100,000 to 300,: 
000 head during a year. So long as 
United States feeders obtain a supply 
of stockers and feeders in the United 
States they were not in favdr of ad¬ 
mitting Canadian cattle free. 

R. A. Wright, Drinkwater, Sask., 
in his presidential address reviewed 
the work of the union's executive dur¬ 
ing the year, and stressed the im¬ 
portance' of gaining United States 
markets for livestock and agricultural 
products. Mr. Vincent Massey, had 
been informed of the importance of 
securing free entry for Canadian cat¬ 
tle into the United States and mem¬ 
bers of parliament had been circula¬ 
ted by the. union in this connection.

Many farmers in Alberta are now 
running small flocks of sheep on their 
farms. The fact th*t the day of the 
small farm flock has arrived, is indi¬ 
cated by the fact that the Southern 
Alberta Wool Growers’ Association 
now has more than 350 members, in 
the place of some 60 members five 
years ago. There is plenty of room 
for expansion in the sheep industry 
on the basis of the small farm flock 
idea, however, for Canada, as yet, is 
.producing less than 5,000,000 dollars’ 
worth of wool, while it imports some 
46,000,000 dollars’ worth of wollen 
goods. Farmers who desire to start 
farm flocks are advised to write to the- 
Alberta Department of Agriculture at 
Edmonton for pamphlets.

Alberta will have a representative 
at the big international conference of 
wheat pools, to bp held at Kansas 
City, Mo., on May 5 next, in the per¬ 
son of Lew Huchinson of Duhamel, a I 
director of the Alberta jlool. 

The provincial gasoline tax will be 
increased front two cents a gallon to 
three cents a gallon, it is announced 
by the Provincial Government, the ad¬ 
ditional revenue to be used for pro¬ 
vincial road building plans. There 
will be no-change made in the license 
fees for cars.

Alberta is expected to play a consid 
erable part in the Wprld’s Poultry 
Congress which is to , take place in 
Ottawa, July 27th to August 4th next, 
and Alberta poultry men are now 
preparing exhibits for this event. 
There will be more tljan 5,(KM) dele¬ 
gates from foreign countries. 

Success of the rural municipal hos¬ 
pital system in operation in Alberta, 
and the careful management of the 
seventeen hospitals operating under 
the scheme, is indicated in the fact 
that every one of the seventeen hos¬ 
pital districts now have cash surplus¬ 
es to their credit rangifig from $750 
to $30,000 

More than three million, six hun¬ 
dred bushels of grain, most Of which 
is wheat, have been shipped this sea¬ 
son from the territory tributary to 
the Edmonton, Dunvegan and B. C. 
Railway in to the Peace River coun¬ 
try. This is the heaviest grain ship¬ 
ping season in the history of that 
railway. 

The black-haired waitress, very 
much out of sorts, sailed haughtily up 
to the table at which sat the grouchy 
customer.

The commercial fish industry in the 
province experienced the largest year 
in its history, according to figures fur 
nished by R. Rodd, chief fisheries in-' 
spector for the province, who has 
now made his report to the federal 
government. The total commercial 
catch for last year, both winter and 
summer months, was 6,756,000 lbs., of 
which 3,932,000 lbs. was summer 
catch and 2,821,000 lbs. winter catch. 
The summer catch was^valued at a 
net amount of $282,912, and the win¬ 
ter catch at $293,537, makingwrtotal 
of $576,449. In addition to this, it is 
estimated that 1,449,800 lbs. of fish 
was taken in the domestic catch, esti¬ 
mated value $50,OIK) and the anglers’ 
catch was estimated at 937,400 lbs. 
valued at $67,000, so that the total 
fish catch of all kinds in the province 
reached a value of nearly $700,000. A 
total of 1,520 commercial licenses, 156 
domestic licenses, 5,664 anglers’ li¬ 
censes and 902 licenses to Indians and 
half-breeds were issued, a grand total 
of 8,242, or over 1,600 more than the 
previous year. Of the total commer¬ 
cial catch, a total of 3,413,000 lbs. was 
of whitefish alone. The fish taken 
commercially are exported for the 
most part to Chicago and other east¬ 
ern markets.

Louis King of Innisfail, was arrest¬ 
ed at Camrose on February 7 on a 
charge of stealing a horse the prop¬ 
erty of Geo. Sheppard of High River 
last November. He was brought back 
to High River and appeared before 
Police Magistrate Thomas, had a pre¬ 
liminary hearing, and was committed 
"for trial. On Friday last, h? appeared 
at the District Court, Calg.iry, before 
His Honor Judge W. A. McDonal 1 
and pleaded guilty. This being his 
second offence, His Honor severely 
repremanded the accused and sen¬ 
tenced him to six months imprison¬ 
ment at the provincial jail at Leth¬ 
bridge.

The 
train is at present on- the Coronation 
branch of the C.P.R. and will after¬ 
wards tour the Lacombe and North¬ 
western Railway, and the Rocky 
Mountain House branch, after which 
it will tour Canadian National lines, 
commencing at Beiseker on March 1st 
going north by way of the G.T.P. line 
and coming south from Camrose to 
Drumheller and Rockyford, and also 
going to Craigmyle.
